in nature than those, yielded by the 
uuio, and the collections described 
must have been manificicnt, indeed. In 
theperiodof their glory. Unfortunately 
all of.tljem have been ruined by decay, 
due to long burial, though an occasion- 
al specimen reveals ^something of its 
pristine beanty 'when its outer layers 
:are peeled off.

Each rick is about 
three feet wide by three high, and 
from fifty to one hundred feet long. 
The heads of the rice form tbe sides 
of the jiek.

As we- approached San Fernando tlie 


lauds became dryer anil more sandy, 
and wore generally planted to sugar 
pane. \Ve~walked out to tbe southern' 
border of the city to look at a sugar 
manufactory owned bj a Ghluauian. 
He gave us permission to examine the 
prcihises. 
It was a large factory, but nrore 


primitive than any in tlie United 
States. The cane was ground in a 
three-roller ox-mill geared to a. small 
engine. For boiling the juice there 
were eight kettles with cast-iron bot- 
toms and wooden sides. The juice was 
run into these kettles, limed and 
boiled; no filtering and littlestimming. 
When sufficiently boiled it was poured 
into earthen jars shaped like an in- 
verted haystack, and holding about 
one hundred and thirty-three pounds 
of sugar. In the bottom was an ori- 
fice two inches in diameter, overwhich 
a straw filter was placed before the 
syrup was poured In. These jars are 
called Pilones, and they rest upon nn 
earthen.crock holding twelve quarts, 
which receives, tho molasses.

crt»*o fnatJi sind divided into three parts, 
"according to color, depending; on drain- 
ago. The top third is fairly light, the 
middle'third is quite dark and the bot- 
tom third -looks like tnr.
